1. I have received referenced memorandum and have passed 
a copy to you for advance review. I am replying to General 
Graham that additional work is needed before the matter shotdd be 
addressed by USIB. 

2. 1 request that you form an appropriate group under IHC 
auspices to review the ASD(I) study referred to in General Graham's 
memorandum and that you prepare and forward community 
recommendations as to proposed course(s) of action to solve this 
pressing problem. 

3. I would appreciate a final set of recommendations and 
comments no later than May 30 which I can then discuss with 
General Graham and others as appropriate. 


4. In addressing this problem, in your final paper, I desire 
that you include consensus recommendations and show all dissensions 
which are not resolved, and such minority views and recommendations 
as may be formally tabled by members.

teference (a) was given to PRD for reply. However, PRD 
'IHC have mutually agreed that the replies to both references 
be handled by the IHC. The reply to reference (a) makes 
frence to the DIA memorandum also, to insure that all recipients

2. This is a complex subject and one which has potential 
technical and bureaucratic pitfalls. We would prefer not to make 
this an agenda item for USIB until the IHC has had an opportunity 
to staff it within the community and feel the pulse and identify 
the problems. 


3. We therefore recommend a temporizing reply (attached) 
to General Graham, followed in a month or two with more specific 
recommendations after we have had time to research it a bit more 
fully. 


4. We must find a way to improve our indexing systems and 
related bibliographic approaches, as well as the compartmentation 
and classification problems, without appearing to be overly critical 
of any system, or of trying to get too centralized in production 
control, or worse, to appear to be trying to identify unneeded documents,
